State Marketing 
Groups Show Big 


Sales Increases 


At the present time when much is 


being said and written of the de- 
pression faced by all producers of 
agricultural commodities it is inter- 
esting to note, says Western Adver- 
tising, that clear-thinking western 
farmers—represented in some of the 
more important co-operative mar- 
keting groups of the west—recognize 
that well-directed advertising is still 
to be relied upon as an important 
business-getting 
force. 
A survey 


shows that receipts have gradually 
been growing since local marketing 
associations have started to adver- 
tise. 


The Vineyardists' association is 


spending a total of $100,000 on ad- 
vertising during the present year, 
endeavoring to increase consumption 
of fresh California grapes. In 1928 
about 70,000 carloads of fresh Cali- 
fornia grapes moved to eastern mar- 
kets; in 1929 shipments amounted to 
about 57,000 carloads; and in 1930 it 
is estimated that a total of about 
60,000 cars will be shipped. 


The California Walnut Growers' 
ssociation has been one, of the most 
onsistent advertisers among the co- 
peratives. Last year's expenditure 
mounted to approximately $300,000, 
nd for the current year the appro- 
riation is about $225,000, The wal- 
ut crop of California was approx- 
mately 51,500,000 pounds in 1928, 
bout 81,450,000 pounds in 1929, and 
stimates indicate a crop of approx- 
imately 57,000,000 pounds for the 
urrent year. The association mar- 
cets about 86 per cent of the pres-

Apples have been cooperatively 


advertised for some years by north- 
western organizations with much 
success; and only recently a state 
artichoke association was formed by 
some 150 growers, controlling 8550 
acres, and producing practically all 
of California's supply. 


The formal opening of the Ger- 


rard-Edelblute modernistic market 
in Pomona was held Saturday of last 
week. Melvin Gerrard, it is remem- 
bered, was for a while manager of 
the local Alpha Beta market. 


The new Pomona store, occupying 


a floor siDace 43 by 140 feet at 456 
West Second street in an old theater 
building, is the latest in artistic 
marketing. Six departments are op- 
erated—ice cream, bakery, delicates- 
sen, vegetable, meat, and grocery. 


The grocery department in the 


rear of the store is arranged so that 
articles are placed in alphabetical j 
order against an attractive back- 
ground of black and white. 


The meat department is at one side 


of the front section. The walls of 
this part are decorated with black 
and white patterned tile in futuristic 
design; and mirrors triangular in 
shape are ordered for future decora- 
tion. The meat case is the first of its 
kind in southern California, having 
slanting display racks. And ^con- 
forming in height and design to the 
meat cases are the bakery and veg- 
etable cases, forty-seven inches in 
height. The abbreviated height of 
the cases makes for greater conven- 
ience to the shopper and clerk, it is 
claimed. 


Hardwood floors were laid thruout, 


the ceiling finished hi white, and fu- 
turistic lighting fixtures in black and 
white installed. A large skylight 
provides light during the daytime, 
and colored floodlights are turned 
on each evening for illumination of 
the store.

Extensive Trip Made 


By Clossons In East 


A letter written by Mrs. E. M. 


Closson describes 
a recent trip 


across the continent by automobile, 
made by herself and husband, as 
follows: 


The first night, near Barstow, was 


quite warm. We arose at 3 o'clock 
the next morning, starting out across 
a land of picturesque scenery. Near 
Cedar City, Utah, the mountains 
were a brilliant red and yellow, 
causing us to think at first that they 
were aflame. Later we learned that 
the color was merely maple and as- 
pen trees in autumn foliage. 


Cove Fort we found an interesting 


place. Built by the Mormons in 1856, 
it includes a wonderful spring inside 
so that residents could fortify them- 
selves against Indians for many days. 


From Salinas, Utah, we turned in- 


to a beautiful canyon toward Price. 
The canyon presented a wonderful 
picture — river below, red maples, 
yellow aspens and bronze scrub oaks 
on the banks, and a winding trail. 


After 
leaving Grand Junction, 


Colorado, we traveled thru miles of 
orchards and gardens. Fruit and 
vegetables were reasonable in price 
all the way; cantaloupes were four 
for five cents. 


Following the Colorado river we 


came upon wild scenery; and after 
leaving Glenwood Springs we arriv- 
ed at the foot of more mountains, 
10,000 to 14,000 feet high and covered 
with aspens and scrub oaks, with a 
dashing stream below. 


Just beyond this point was1 the 


Busk tunnel, thru which we drove, 
two miles in length and 10,778 feet 
above sea level. It was a one-way 
passage and as dark as night, with 
v;ater dripping over the car en- 
route. 


Six miles from Leadville we drove 


to the bank of Lake Turquoise, the 
site olf a large fish hatchery. Going 
on thirty miles further, we stayed 
over night at Buena Vista, a pretty 
resort. 


The next day at the Royal Gorge 


we drove out on the suspension 
bridge, highest in the world, 10,500 : 
feet above the bottom of the gorge, j 


Later, at the Garden of the Gods, i 


we were surprised by meeting my 
brother, Dr. H. H. Wolfe, and his 
wife from Fort Bragg, California, re- 
turning from a two-months' trip hi 
the east. After having dinner to- 
gether and visiting in the evening, 
we bade them goodbye — we were 
going east and they were headed 


. 
. 


No rainy weather was experienced 


until we reached Iowa, but the roads 
were all paved and no trouble re- 
sulted. At Cedar Rapids we stopped 
to visit a relative, Mrs. G. T. Rook 
and family. 


Several drives revealed a country 


which had recently been washed by 
the rain and was fresh-looking hi 
spite of a dry, hot summer which 
had turned many of the lawns 
brown. Mrs. Rook, being a native 


Californian, had watered her lawn 
faithfully and consequently it was 
green. 


Arriving hi New York state, many 


friends and relatives were visited 
and several scenic tours taken, 
among them a trip thru the Catskills 
over the Rip Van Winkle trail. 


Washington's headquarters 
from 


1782 to 1783 were next visited at 
Newburgh. The house is kept by 
the state as a memorial. 


We then traveled by Cornwell-on- 


the Hudson over the Storm King 
highway, a beautiful road with ce- 
ment foundation and artistic stone 
walls. The Hudson river was crossed 
by ferry at Nyack. An Italian hi uni- 
form was playing an accordian on 
the way over. Seeing our California 
license he asked: 


"You come from Fresno?" 
We 


answered, "No, from Los Angeles," 
and he quickly replied, "Oh, every- 
body comes from Los Angeles." Later 
he said that he had lived in Califor- 
nia for ten years. 


From this point we drove thru 


Tarrytown and Sleepy Hollow, then 
past Ossining, where Sing Sing pris- 
on is located, and back across Bear 
Mountain bridge to the Storm King 
highway and on to Catskill., 


A pleasant week-end at Lake 


George was experienced in the Adi- 
rondacks. And following that we 
took another two-days' trip over Ta- 
conic and Mohawk trails into New 
Hampshire and Vermont, remaining 
over night at Clairmont, N. H. 


The next stop was at Plymouth, 


Coolidge's birthplace and where he 
made his home for many years. Also 
visited the famous church and ceme- 
tery there. 


After spending almost, three weeks' 


time in New York stale we left for 
home via the southern route October 
21st Mr. Closson's uncle and aunt, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Geminill of North 
Troy, came with us. 


The morning of our departure ev- 


erything was covered with a heavy 
white frost and a sharp wind was 
blowing. 


The first night on the return trip 


was spent at Ephrata, Pennsylvania, 
with relatives, and we visited the 
old homestead where my maternal 
grandmother was born. The next 
place of interest visited was the 
Gettysburg battlefield. 


Two nights and a day were spent 


at Petersburg, Virginia. 
Visiting 


Blandford cemetery we viewed, the 
yew trees growing there. Bristol 
parish, located in this cemetery, was 
erected in 1735. 


Leaving Petersburg, we visited the 


surrender grounds three miles from 
Appomattox, Virginia. 


Tennessee was the most beautiful 


state for green woods and vivid col- 
orings. After crossing the Missis- 
sippi river into Arkansas, we had a 
taste of bad muddy roads, red clay 
and corresponding hard traveling.

The 
sand dunes are weird and interesting 
on the new road out of Yuma.

came thru Palm Springs to River- 
side. The San Gabriel valley looked 
very beautiful again, and the orange 
blossoms smelled sweeter than ever.

Beautifying 


Rural Villages 


By Caleb Johnson 


A 
36 square 
mile 
township 


should have within its borders 1000 


j families if it is going to have the 
larger community life which rural 
conditions at their best provide. 


Common sense and a little fore- 


sight applied to community planning 
in rural areas can make them many 
times as profitable and attractive to 
live in as they are now. 


These are the twin gospels of 


sociologists who have devoted years 
to a study of the circumstances of 
rural life. And they can cite you ex- 
ample after example of what com- 
munity action can do when it is in 
earnest about making an attractive 
town. 


The merit of community better- 


ment, however, is not the 36-mile 
square township of the average state. 
Rather, it is the village which can 
function effectively for social pur- 
poses. 


General propositions with regard 


to this work are easily stated. Vil- 
lages ought to be easily reached 
and their approaches direct, durable 
and enjoyable. Housing conditions 
should be sanitary, convenient and 
economical. Public buildings should 
be built with a view to their re- 
lationships to each other and the 
needs of the community, both from 
a viewpoint of doing business and of 
attractiveness. Points of historic in- 
terest should be preserved and re- 
stored. Dump heaps and congested 
places should give way to open 
spaces, and recreation spots in abun- 
dance should be easily accessible. 


Above all, a community plan 


should be adopted, a plan which the 
majority wants and will help to 
make effective, and one sufficiently 
flexible to allow for growth and 
change. 


One instance of community im- 


provement is Wamego, Kans., a 
"farmer's town" where big summer 
picnic and Chautauqua courses at- 
tract hundreds of people from a 
large territory. Altho Wamego has 
a splendid modern hospital financed 


New Water Plan 


Considered by 


County Board 


A new plan of flood control was 


placed before the board of super- 
visors Monday morning by Engin- 
eer E. C. Eaton, which would start 
$22,250,000 in bond funds, now re- 
maining idle, to work. 


The plan, which was favorably 


received by the public two months 
ago, 
outlines even more strategic 


and beneficial flood control work to 
which this money may be placed 
than for which it was originally 
voted. 


Instead of dotting the county with 


dams to such a great extent, Eaton 
proposes 
a 
series 
of spreading 


grounds, in which the flood water 
can be made to seep into under- 
ground storage within the valley 
areas to serve cities and ranches, 
instead of remaining idly behind a 
mountain storage dam. 


Eaton's suggestion will be one of 


the first problems to confront the 
re-organized board of supervisors 
which convenes December 1st in an 
attempt to unravel a badly snarled 
situation, into which affairs have 
drifted under the present and for- 
mer administrations. 


The purpose of Eaton's sugges- 


tion at this time, according to re- 
ports, is to place in circulation this 
vast sum of money to provide em- 
ployment to thousands.

Florida Citrus 


Fruit Ban Lifted 


by Authorities 


All federal restrictions on the 


movement of Florida agricultural 
products, brot about by the infes- 
tation of Florida citrus fruits with 
the dreaded Mediterranean fruit fly, 
were removed by order of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
Saturday of last week. 


The removal of the ban virtually 


signified the victory over a pest 
which many entomologists had be- 
lieved could not be entirely eradi- 
cated, and constitutes good news to 
all citrus growers the nation over. 


The fruit fly was discovered in 


Florida in April, 1929, and imme- 
diately a quarantine was placed on 
citrus products from that state. A 
wide-spread attack was immediate- 
ly launched upon the pest by both 
state and national agricultural de- 
partments, 
and 
the 
government 


alone spent $6,000,000 in combating 
the 
fly. 
Approximately 
500,000 


boxes of citrus fruit, valued at $1,- 
000,000, were also destroyed. 


Regardless of the lifting of the 


government 
regulations, 
Florida 


fruit will not be permitted to enter 
this state because of the California 
quarantine against citrus canker, cit- 
rus melanose and citrus white fly. 
The new situation will have little 
effect on the market for California 
fruit, inasmuch as Florida citrus 
fruit has been marketed in New 
England and along the Atlantic sea- 
board only and that market will not 
be extended to any great extent.

but it is interesting and valuable to 
know just how serious the winter 
losses are as compared with the rest 
of the year. 


According to data contained in a 


graph prepared from estimates given 
in the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, fire losses in winter months 
are far above those of summer. 


January is the highest, being 31 


per cent above the normal line of 
100. 
February has an index of 106, 


but it is a short month and if cor- 
rected for length would be almost 
identical with December and March 
at 114. The four winter months thus 
prove themselves to be the culprits 
in our large fire losses. There is lit- 
tle question that defective heating 
apparatus must be considered re- 
sponsible. January is the month of 
cold and blizzards in the north and 
east, and even here a fire for heating 
is often most welcome. The three 
other months are nearly as bad. 


A sharp drop is noted in April 


losses, and thereafter a gradual de- 
cline continues thru May and June 
as furnaces and stoves are no longer 
needed. 


In view of the continued decline 


in August and September, a some- 
what higher position in July can 
probably be ascribed to Indepen- 
dence day celebrations. And a sharp 
increase in October indicates con- 
siderable loss from forest fires and 
fall bonfires. November is lower than 
October, but still above June, Aug- 
ust and September, as would be ex- 
pected when cold weather approach- 
es. December is again at 114, on a 
par with March and February. 


The survey proves what fire in- 


surance men have always believed, 
that winter losses are heavier than 
summer losses. It emphasizes the 
necessity for increased vigilance to 
prevent fires from defective heating 
apparatus.

tuberculosis are still being received 
at Olive View sanitarium is contain-

H. Bucher, superintendent of that 
institution, who urges that greater 
effort be made to detect the early 
cases when' help is still possible. 


"Every school child should be 


given a physical examination at 
stated intervals," states Dr. Furst- 
man. "Until this is possible it is 
certainly of vital importance that at 
least every known tuberculosis con- 
tact child be given a physical ex- 
amination with chest x-ray, as well 
as every child below par, so that 
his physical needs may be deter- 
mined and a school health program 
based on the findings. I also em- 
phatically urge that every student 
entering an athletic activity be given 
a chest examination to determine 
heart and lung conditions. A seem- 
ingly strong and husky boy or girl 
may collapse under too severe a 
physical strain because his or her 
actual physical condition is un- 
known."

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First Aid to the Unemployed— 


Relief is in sight for thousands of unemployed in the 


west and thruout the nation. The tremendous sum of $100,- 
000,000 is now being or soon to be spent in construction 
work on the Pacific coast, and an equal amount will be 
available from contracts expected to be let December of 
this year and the early part of 1931. 


Among larger projects are the Western Pacific-Great 


Northern railroad bridge and road laying plans; pipe line 
installation in Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and other oil 
fields; the Ford plant at Los Angeles harbor costing about 
$4,000,000; and the Golden Gate bridge, estimated to take 
$31,000,000. Road work by the county, state and private 
concerns is going on in all parts of the state, giving em- 
ployment to thousands; and the Boulder Dam structure, 
when under way, will help tremendously. 


Moreover, the government will present a measure to 


congress when it convenes for short session on December 
1st regarding an appropriation of $60,000,000 or loans to 
farmers in the drought areas with which to buy seed, fer- 
tilizer and other necessities for planting next year's crops. 
The loans will probably be dispensed by the department 
of agriculture, and this legislation, together with bills to 
expand government building in the interests of relieving 
unemployment, will command first attention of congress. 


It is believed that the annual appropriation for public 


buildings will be increased from $100,000,000 to $200,000,- 
000 by the 'government, and increased federal aid of road 
construction will be pushed. 


Failure vs. Prosperity-— 


For the first time in 29 years the middle-western corn 


crop has fallen below 2,200,000,000 bushels. The yield this 
year is about enough to feed the corn belt itself, leaving 
twenty other states which producelno^corn with no supplyf' 
In round numbers the heat and drought in July and August 
cut off 820,000,000 bushels from the forecast made at the 
opening of the year. 


Hay was the second worst sufferer, with a loss of about 


20,000,000 tons. Buckwheat lost 3,000,000 bushels; grain 
sorghum, 18,000,000 gallons; field beans, 235,000 bushels; 
cane sugar, 14,000 tons; and tobacco was 99,000,000 pounds 
short of the 1929 crop. 


Contrasted to this condition in the east, five counties 


in southern California, Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside, 
San Bernardino and Ventura, have produced wealth from 
their soil this year which is greater than any other year 
since their incorporation. The total in returns for these 
five counties is $212,060,335, as against $207,431,423 for the 
heretofore banner year of 1927. 


Los Angeles county again leads all other counties in 


the country for 1930, both in gross production of its culti- 
vated area and in gross value of its agricultural lands. 
Composed of 268,412 cultivated acres, the gross yield from 
which is $79,315,094, the average returns per acre figures 
at $290. And in addition to production of soil and subsoil, 
the Los Angeles county industrial district produced and 
marketed this year manufactured products values at $1 - 
096,000,000. 


Crime on the Increase— 


During the month of October bandits robbed 141 vic- 


tims in the Los Angeles area, establishing a record for any 
October in the history of the police department. Also 504 
burglaries were reported, constituting the highest figure 
since 1927 for the same month of the year. Hard times, un- 
employment, gangsters driven from other cities and the 
regular seasonal influx of crooks have combined to create 
an unprecedented situation. 


In the past four months bandits, burglars and other 


criminals have collected a total of $2,289,394 in cash and 
valuables from citizens of that community. 


Analysis of the types of offenses discloses the following 


ratio in national unlawful activity: petty larceny, 43 per 
cent of the total; automobile theft, 25 per cent; burglary, 
19 per cent; larceny of sums over $50, nine per cent; rob- 
bery, five per cent; aggravated assault, four per cent; mur- 
der, .6 per cent. 


For each robbery committed in London, figures indicate 


that New York has 36 and Chicago 100. America's cities 
have long been the rendezvous of wholesale lawbreakers 
to such an extent that in 1923 Chicago showed twelve times 
as many robberies as the whole of Canada, and this ratio 
has steadily increased since then. 


With Los Angeles' tremendous growth in population 


has come a similar growth in crime. Not only are desirable 
residents attracted by California's prosperity, but the crim- 
inal classes as well—and national unemployment has made 
the situation more severe. Check-passers, thieves and petty 
disturbers of the peace have made themselves evident in 
Covina within the last few months, as well as diamond 
robbers, and it would be well to take more caution than h 
ordinarily necessary thru the coming winter months. 


Puente Citrus , 


House Installs 
New Equipment 


Improvements totaling $20,000 are 


being put under way by the Puente 
Mutual Citrus association, affiliated 
with M. O. D., according to an an- 
nouncement made by L. S. McClain 
of the Puente house last week. 


The work will include an enlarged 


basement under the entire building, 
which will also be extended to cover 
175 by 75 feet; complete new floor- 
ing; and. entire replacement of or- 
ange packing equipment. 


To make room for the enlarged 


building it is necessary that the 
Southern Pacific railroad move its 
sidetracks serving thefpacking house.

No additional 
deduction whatsoever ..will be neces- 
sary, yet the efficiency of the plant 
will be greatly improved and the 
cost of packing should be materially 
decreased and the pack bettered.

About six months ago -the Pu- 
ente house entirely replaced its lem- 
on equipment, also with the latest 
type of Brogdexer and sizers, to 
bring this output up to one carload 
a day.

ary and to avoid monotony it is 
well to master several ways of vising 
them. 


SOUP OF DRIED PEAS 


OR BEANS 


Pick and soak split peas, dried 


green peas, or black or white beans 
overnight. Drain, measure, add 4 
times as much cold water; to each 


quart of water one-half onion. Sim- 


J nier very slowly until soft. 
Rub 


thru sieve. Return to fire, season 
with salt and pepper; for each 
quart thicken with 1 teaspoon each 
butter and flour. Boil up again for a 
few 
minutes. Black bean soup 


should also have a pinch of mustard 


i and a little lemon juice added, and 
slices of hardboiled egg. 


PEA SOUP WITH STOCK 


Many persons keep the bones of 


their roast in order to convert them 
into stock for pea soup, which is 
one of the most relishable of all 
soups and a famous dish for cold 
weather, with this advantage in its 
favor, that it may be made from 
almost anything. 
Good stock for 


pea soup can be made from a 
knuckle of ham. Supposing that to 
the extent of about two quarts, 
procure, say some such stock is at 
hand two pounds of split peas, wash 
them well, and then soak them for 


a night in water to which a very 
little piece of soda has been added. 
The floating peas should be all 
thrown away. Strain out the peas 
and place them in the stock, adding 
a head of celery, a sliced carrot and 
a large onion or two, and season 
with half a saltspoonful of cayenne 
pepper. Boil with a lid on the pot 
till all is soft, skimming off the 
scum occasionally, and then care- 
fully strain, beating the pulp thru 
the strainer with a spoon. Much 
of the success in preparing this 
soup lies in the "straining," which 
ought to be carefully attended to. 


SPLIT ,PEA LOAF 
\ 


4 cups split peas, cooked. 
2 cups bread crumbs. 
1 beaten egg. 
1 teaspoon minced onion. 
1 tablespoon minced parsley, cel- 


ery, or other flavoring as desired. 
Salt and pepper to taste. 


Mix all the ingredients together. 


If too soft to hold its shape add 
more bread crumbs. If too dry, add 
milk, water or another egg. Form 
into loaf, lay over it thin slices of 
salt pork or bacon. Brown in oven. 


BACON CAKES 


Allow one slice of bacon per 


person. 
Fry until golden brown, 


then pour over the rashers a batter 
made by beating an egg with a little 
milk and adding enough flour to 
form a light batter. When the batter 
sets turn the cake over and fry the 
other side. 


HOMINY WITH BACON 


Fry four slices of bacon until 


crisp. Cut in pieces, add four cups 
cooked hominy and reheat. Any of 
the other cereals may be used in- 
stead of hominy. 


LEMON JELLY 


Two tablespoons granulated gela- 


tine, one-half cup cold water, two 


to two and one-half cups boiling 
water, one cup sugar, one-half cup 
lemon juice, rind one lemon. Soak 
gelatine twenty minutes in cold 
water, then dissolve hi boiling water. 
Add sugar, the lemon juice and 
rind; strain into a mold and chill. 
Beating the lemon jelly while it is 
jelly-like with a Dover egg beater 
will make it white and fluffy. Or- 
ange raspberry or other fruit jelly 
may be made in the same way, 
using one-half cup of the fruit 
juice with lemon juice to taste. 


A delicious lemon meringue pie 


—well, is there anything more de- 
licious— Here is a good one: 


LEMON PIE 


Three-quarters cup sugar, three 


quarters cup boiling water, two 
tablespoons cornstarch, one table- 
spoon flour, two egg yolks, three 
tablespoons lemon juice, grated rind 
of one lemon, one and one-half tea- 


spoons butter. Mix dry ingredients, 
add boiling water. Stir constantly, 
cooking two minutes, then add but- 
ter, egg yolk, juice and rind of lem- 
on. Line pie plate with crust, turn 
in mixture which has been slightly 
cooled and bake pastry until brown. 
Cool a bit and cover with meringue. 


MERINGUE 


Two egg whites, two tablespoons 


powdered sugar, one-half 
table- 


spoon lemon' juice or one-half table- 
spoon vanilla. 
Beat whites until 


stiff, add sugar slowly, continue 
beating, add flavoring and spread 
with silver knife evenly. 
Bake 


fifteen minutes in slow oven. 


And lemon sponge makes a most 


suitable dessert for a warm day. 


LEMON ^SPONGE 


Mix the juice of four lemons with 


a cup of sugar and two cups of 
water. Cook in a double boiler, 
with the well-beaten yolks of four 


eggs. Cook until smooth and thick, 
stirring constantly, take from the 
fire, add half a package of gelatine 
which has been soaked and dis- 
solved, and when cool, but not set, 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
the egg. Mould and chill. Serve 
with boiled custard or with sugar 
and cream. 


Lemon tarts, too, are good, espe- 


cially for one of the crisper spring 
days.

Fired at Two 


Local People 


Two unexplainable shootings oc- 


curred m this vicinity Saturday 
night and Sunday morning, one 
threatening the life of a 17-year-old 
Spadra girl, Evangeline Webb, and i 
the other just missing B. D. Van' 
Lew of Baldwin Park, roundhouse 
foreman for the Union Pacific. 


The first affair was in the home 


of Miss Webb hi Spadra. She and 
her sister, Octavia, and another girl 
friend, Helen Shaw, were in the liv- 
ingroom at the time, and Evangeline 
had just turned on the radio. A shot 
was fired thru a glass window, ob- 
structed on the outside by a screen, 
arid inflicted a flesh wound in the 
hip. The bullet, later found on the 
floor of the room, was a .32 caliber. 


No one of the family could ex- 


plain the meaning of the shooting. 
Miss Webb's father conducts a gen- 
eral store next to the family home. 
Deputies from the San Dimas sub- 
station are seeking clues, altho the 
offender left little or no evidence. 


The other attack was reported 


shortly after 6 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing from Baldwin Park. B. D. Van 
Lew was returning to his home in 
that city when someone fired a shot 
from a moving automobile about 
fifty feet from his car, he said. The 
bullet struck the right side of his 
windshield but hit at such an angle 
that it did not pierce the glass. 


The site of the happening was 


three miles west of Baldwin Park at 
the San Gabriel river bridge. Van 
Lew could think of no reason for the 
attempt at his life.

TAXES 


One of the things we are going to 


hear more about in the next two or 
three years is the proposal for a 
federal sales tax on all merchandise, 
or on a good many items. At present 
the government levies a sales tax 
on automobiles, corporation stock 
sales and some other things. A few 
states have tried the sales tax as a 
means of raising revenue. The gas- 
oline sales tax is in general use, in 
almost all the states, as everybody 
knows. New York levies a tax on 
the sale of stock. 


Advocates of the sales tax con- 


tend that it is the fairest of all forms 
of taxation, being based upon defi- 
nite transactions hi which money 
changes hands. Since the war many 
European countries have adopted it, 
and it ranks second only to the in- 
come tax as a revenue producer. 
Germany gets 15 per cent of her 
public funds from the sales tax, Bel- 
gium, France, Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia somewhat more. 


Whether our federal government 


ever tries it on a large scale or not, 
the effort to pass a sales bill is like- 
ly to be made in the next congress. 


EINSTEIN 


George Bernard Shaw, who has 


the clearest mind of any man in 
England, introduced Professor Albert 
Einstein to a London audience the 
other night as "the man who has 
created a new universe." Eight men, 
each hi his own time, had changed 
our conception of the universe, Shaw 
said. They are Pythagoras, Ptolemy, 
Kepler, Copernicus, Aristotle, Gali- 
leo, Newton, and Einstein.

Hundreds of Them Have Been Getting Money 


From the Gullible During Drought 


By Caleb Johnson 


This has been a great year for 


the "rainmakers." 


All over the United States char- 


latans and fakers have been per- 
suading communities to pay them for 
making rain. None of them has pro- 
duced any rain, but a good many of 
them have collected. Some got their 
money first, when they found a par- 
ticularly gullible community. Others 
took the chance that it would rain 
sooner or later anyway, and got con- 
tracts calling for the payment of 
money to them if it rained within a 
given period, which was usually 
long enough to give the rainmaker 
a break. 


Sooner or later it is bound to rain 


everywhere, except in the desert of 
Sahara and a few other arid regions 
of the earth. But anybody who pays 
a "rainmaker" to bring on the rain 
before the forces of nature in their 
orderly progress are prepared to de- 
liver a shower is just one more 
name added to the sucker list. 


No human agency has yet suc- 


ceeded in causing rain to fall. 


No method known to science can 


cause rain to fall except at a cost 
far greater than all of the possible 
financial benefit of the rain when it 
did come. 


There is always a certain amount 


of water vapor present in the atmo- 
sphere, even on the dryest day. The 
professional 
"rainmakers" 
speak 


truly when they tell you that, but 
that is as far as their truth-telling 
goes. _,It is true that if that vapor 
could be condensed sufficiently in 
the air it would form rain-drops and 
fall to the ground, but all of the ef- 
forts to bring that about by human 
agency have failed. 


Yet the belief hi rain-making is 


one of the oldest human supersti- 
tions. The natives of the East Indies 
and of some parts of Africa believe 
that their medicine men can cause 
rain. One method is to throw se- 
lected individuals into certain sacred 
lakes. Another African rain-making 
device is for all of the people of a 
village to carry gourds filled with 
•water from a stream to a dry fielc 
and spray the water into the air 
apparently as^a sort of "ground- 
bait" for ram. 


Because thunder and-tightning are 


usually accompanied by .rain, the 
natives :of some parts of India try to 
bring on rain by making their horses 
neigh like thunder. Black horses, or 
horses covered with black cloths, hi 
imitation of thunder clouds, are sup- 
posed to be most effective for this 
kind of magic. In Estonia the peas- 
ants strike steel against stone to 
make sparks, a sort of miniature 
lightning, while beating kettles to 
simulate thunder. In the East Indies 
professional rainmakers make noises 
like ducks, frogs and other amphib- 
ious creatures hi the hope of luring 
rain from the sky, while other sav- 
age races attempt to make it rain by 
flogging each other with switches 
until the blood runs down their 
backs like rain. This is supposed to 
tempt the rain to fall! 


You will hear people say that i 


always rains on the Fourth of July 
because of the amount of gunpowde 
that is exploded, the theory being 
that the explosion jars the water' 
vapor in the sky and causes it tc 
condense and fall. But the United 
States weather bureau records shov 
that rain is no more prevalent on 
the Fourth of July than on any othe 
date, anywhere. Similarly, it is 
common belief that it always rains 
after a great battle, because of th 
shooting off of cannon and small 
arms. But it is curious to note tha 
Plutarch, the ancient Roman histor 
ian, who died centuries before gun 
powder was invented, recorded th 
same belief of rain following grea 
battles. 


Most modern efforts at rainmakin 


are based on the idea of explodin 
something in the air. Serious scien 
tific efforts to determine whethe 


or any other method within hu 


man power could produce rain hav 
been undertaken in the past by sev 
eral governments, including our own. 
Nearly forty years ago R. G. Dyren- 
forth, a scientist of standing, was en- 
gaged by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture to carry on such 
experiments. Mr. Dyrenforth spent 
$17,000. He tried sending up bal- 
loons filled with dynamite or with 
an explosive mixture of oxygen and 
hydrogen, and exploding them in the 
upper air. He produced plenty of 


:ew South Wales, Australia, into the

would be so great as to make it 
more economical to lose all the crops 
nd all the livestock which would 
erish by drought than to spend the 
iccessary money to bring on ram. 
Out in Medicine Hat, Canada, as 


ately as 1921, a tank filled with 
hemicals was exploded some dis- 
tance above the ground, but the 
ain which . followed shortly after 
was less than fell in nearby regions 
where there had been no explosions. 
Commenting on this, the Canadian 
meteorpligical authorities pointed out 


tiat to cause rain to fall to a depth 
if one inch over an area of a hun- 
Ired squarem iles it would be nec- 
ssary to condense six million tons 
if water vapor, requiring the lifting 
>f hundreds of tons of air, and that 
here is no energy at the command 
>f man sufficient to do this. 


Yet every dry season brings forth 


ts "rainmakers" who collect money 
or their efforts, even in such an en- 
ightened country as we like to be- 
ieve ours is. Just the other day a 
California chamber of commerce 
aid one,of them $300 and promised 
lim $1000 per inch of rain falling 
during the month, up to fie inches. 


Rainmaking, it seems, is not a 


problem of meteorology, but rather 
of psychology.

Improvement of 


Schools Offered 


Returns from fifty thousand postal 


card inquiries asking what were the 
three 
outstanding 
public 
school 


problems of California were an- 
nounced recently by the governor's 
commission on educational problems. 


Over one-half...of the replies re- 


ceived made suggestions relating to 
school teachers; some asking for 
more well-trained teachers, some 
wanting more teachers naturally 
qualified to teach, and others urging 
changes hi the teacher tenure and 
retirement laws. One group demand- 
ed more men teachers. 


Over one-third of the citizens re- 


plying made suggestions relating to 
teaching: for more instruction in the 
"three R's," for teaching students 
"how to think" or "how to study." 
Included in this group were those 
who thot that'more training should 
be given in certain subjects, such as 
English and spelling. Considerable 
criticism came from all corners of 
the state as to teaching of too many 
"fancy" subjects. 


Nearly one-third of the replies al- 


so stressed in one way Qr another a 
desire that the schools give more 
ethical 
training, 
develop 
"social 


mindedness," develop character, give 
sex instruction, or teach respect for 
authority. 


Another large group of respon- 


dents urged that more individual 
training be • given both the very 
bright and the very dull students, 
instead of throwing them all together 
under "mass" instruction. Another 
group was concerned over the costs 
of the schools; and a number thot 
that athletics were taking up too 
much school time.
